In some'..ra.*e». the 
families of such men are asked 
to keep them off the .streets 
or even out of town during a 
piesifleiits visit. 

'Threatening the life of a 
oliief executive is a criminal 


offence. Hundreds of times, 
the Secret Service has ewom 
out warrants against potential 
•ssaasins to ke«p them behind 
bars until the president has 
left. 


For naotorcadea. thB Secret 
Service checki every manhole 
cover and sewer along the 
parade route for bomha or 
dynamite. Buildings were fre¬ 
quently checked along with the 
Tecorda of occupants. 


Agents assigned to the White 
House detail are the elite of the 
service. Each must have two 
years of Held service, must he 
trained in foreign languages, 
must past ruthless tesu in 
ma^k^malBriIip, jwlo and even 
liixt Bid. 


There are two absolute rules 
for motorcade protectian. The 
agent running or riding at the 
president’s shoulder must never 
leave that position unless re¬ 
lieved.

I have had si'teral complaints In 
my mail recently about .Montbretias. 
which in .some i-a-ses haten t hloorne,! 
any tito well this yi'ar. Tlie most 
lommon cause for this flotteile'S 
eoiiditioii IS oten iowding, and ^i.s is 
a gcH.Nt time to lift, divide and replant 
the clumps, 

.'sort out the bulbs aecitrding to 
sire, replanting the'larger nsies t 
Incties deep and 3 inches apart in soil 
enriidied with peat moss and bon* 
meal. The little felloWs cun be grown 
on close together m a nursery hod 
to plump themselves up for later 
planting in the ornamental beds 

While the older varieties of Mont- 
Netias are reliably hardy here, Ih* 
newer largeflowTred hybrids are a 
hit on the delicate side and are best 
taken up. dried off, and given exactly 
the same treatment as gladiolus 
coims, replanting them next spruig. 


If you do toTil* garilfttilng on 
hiMvy, sticky clay soil, it will pay you 
to bank your bonfire with some of 
this .soil. Once clay has been burned, 
it will never again revert to Its sticky 
slate , but bei-omes gritty admo.st 
like eoarse brick dusr Theie Isn't 
much fertility in burned clayT but it 
is a grand aoil conditioner, and I 
find it especially useful for top- 
dressing the bed in which the first 
sowings of onion ssssl is made in 
the spring. 

As far as tempei-atures are eon- 
cerned. outdoor sowings of onions 
can be made as early as Kehiuaiy. 


The goodness in wood a.shes is 
leached out by rain, so it Ls best to 
gather yx>ur bonfire ash and store it 
in the dry until needed for the feed¬ 
ing of your plants. If you have no 
convenient storage place, better mix 
the ash into the .compost heap where 
Ita nutrient salts will he absorbed and 
held by the sponge-like mass. If your 
supply of ash from bonfire, incinera¬ 
tor and wood fireplace is limited, save

Johnson assumed the burdens of the presi¬ 
dency last night and immediately won a 
pledge of bipartisan co-operation from Con¬ 
gressional leaders in the dark days follow¬ 
ing President Kennedy’s assassination. 


The now president, 36th in the nation’s 
history, who took over with an appeal for 
the help of God and the American people, 
held a mid-evening meeting with House and 
Senate leaders of both parties after confer¬ 
ring with several top administration offi¬ 
cials. 


Johnson, only a few cars back when an assassin's 
bullet felled his predecessor in a Dallas motorcade, 
held the conferences almost immediately after he 
arrived back in the capital on the plane that also 
returned President Kennedy's body. 

After the meetlnf with Oon- 
yreeslonal leaders. Hie White 
House Issued a brief statement 
saying the new president had 
asked the Democratic and Re¬ 
publican offleiali of the House 
and Senate for their "united 
support in the face of the 
tragedy that has befallen our 
country." 

"He aaid It Is more essen¬ 
tial than ever before that this 
country be united," the state¬ 
ment aaid, "The legislative 
leaders of both parties assuied 
President Johnson of their 
bipartisan oo-opei auun."
